Freedom. 


OFFICERS HAVEN’T LOST HOPE. 


Moor« Not Bollovod to Posaats as 
Much Information as Ho Pro- 
«tondsto Hav«. 


At 3 oV.lock today Sheriff Ferguson 
was as much in the dark as to the where­ 
abouts of the four prisoners, who broke 
the confines of the jail yesterday morn- 
ihg by sawing the bars between them 
and freedom, as he was when the de­ 
livery was discovered. He has not re­ 
ceived a scrap of news concerning the 
renegades. 


The report, reaching the sherltT early 
yesterday, that McDtnald had been 
seen in ^ u th Bend has been confirmed. 
Chief Stuckey was in that city yester­ 
day and had a conversation with the 
police officer who saw McDonald, and 
recognized him. When seen by the 
officer he was hurrying along the street. 


It is the theory of the sherifT that 
McDonald is moying toward Chicago 
and will turn up at the home of Sam 
Livingston, his companion in the crinfe 
that sent him to jail. 
Sheriff Fergu­ 
son and Deputy Sheriff Earl, while in 
Chicago yesterday, laid a clever plot 
for his apprehension %nd he cannot es­ 
cape if he concludes to attempt to hide 
in that citv. 


McDonald has relatives living In Mc­ 
Bride and there is a possibility of his 
reaching that citv and from there 
crossing over into the Upper Penin­ 
sula. He will find thorns in that path, 
however, and if he has chosen it his 
chances are*slimof reaching friends be­ 
fore the officers get him. 


Sheriff Ferguson 
yesterday 
suc­ 
ceeded i|i ferreting out the homo of 
Lewis Ake in Chicago. He has a wife, 
two brothers and a sister living there, 
but he cannot return to them without 
being caught. His relatives’ home is 
being guarded day and night by mem- 
^ r s of the |)oUce force and if he ap­ 
pears he will be nabbed. It is thought 
that Frank Roby and Otis Bentley will 
remain together. They are charged 
with the same crime, were arrested to­ 
gether, occupied the same cell and 
were fast friends. 
Bentley’s parents 
live at Hersey. Roby’s home is in 
Rochester, Ind. It is not likely that 
either of the boys will jeopardize their 
safety by returning home. 


Sheriff Ferguson is disposed to think 
that every prisoner upstairs in the jail 
knew what was going on yesterday 
morning while the men were cutting 
the steel bars. He says the slightest 
pressure with a hard Instrument against 
the bars can be detected in the remot­ 
est cell, and while the saw was eating 
its way into the hard steel the noise 
could not be muftled sufficiently to pre­ 
vent its reaching the other prisoners. 
He also believes that the sawing oper­ 
ations were in progress yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 


John Moore, the 60-days convict, 
who yesterday claimed to know so 
much about the plan and subsequent 
escape of the prisoners, has not thrown 
any additional light on the subject. 
He yesterday pretended to know by 
whom the hack saw was delivered to 
McDonald, the evident leader in the 
scheme to saw out, but his story lacks 
the element of candor. Although in­ 
formed, as he savs, of the proposed at­ 
tempt to break jail Moore insists 
that he did not know that the plan was 
being executed yesterday morning. It 
was at first thought that he might be 
able to produce valuable evidence in 
apprehending the abettors who con­ 
veyed the saw to McDonald’s cell, but 
hope of such information from him is 
almoct abandoned. 


Sheriff Ferguson is sending reward 
cards to every city within a radius of 
100 miles of Chicago. 
He is hopeful 
of getting one or more of the men. He 
argues that as none of them left with 
any money they will be compelled to 
travel very slowly, unless they succeed 
in robbing some unfortunate.

POLES TORN DOWN. 


Commissioner Shankland Despoils 
Bell Companys’ Plans. 


Acting under instruction given him 
by the city council last night street 
Commissioner Shankland, accompanied 
by several laborers, proceeded to Og^eu 
avenue this morning and removed five 
new telephone iK)les set yesterday by 
the Bell company without the permis­ 
sion of anybody in authority. The 
commiBsloner dug up the |)oles, tore 
down the wires and carted the same to 
the city lot. 


The work was performed without in­ 
terference from any source. It was 
anticipated that trouble would ensue, 
but there were no agents of the Bell 
company present. This is the first ex: 
hibition of a dis{}osition to violate the 
city laws the Bell company has given. 
Hitherto when it was desired to extend 
the lines Manager Badour mentioned 
the fact to the street commissioner and 
of that officer solicited advice as to 
where the poles should be placed. 


The Bell company began the setting 
of poles on Ogden avenue yesterday 
afternoon. Mayor Bell ordered the 
chief of ^lice and street commissioner 
to go and stop them. The mayor con­ 
sidered that without a franchise the 
company had no more right to obstruct 
the street than did an individual. 
When the officers reached the scene 
five poles were set^ It was intended to 
run a wire to Dewitt’s meat market. 
The men were advised to quit work. 
They complied, carrying their shovels 
and picks to Dewitt’s barn. Two poles 
remained to be set. 
These Commis­ 
sioner Shankland loaded into a wagon 
and deposited them in the city lot. 


After the officers had retired the 
Bell men went to work again. 
They 
strung their wires across house-tops 
and succeeded in reaching the Dewitt 
market without the use of more poles. 
When the officers made a second visit 
to the scene of operations the work was 
completed. It was, however, the work 
of but a few minutes to undo it this 
morning.

It is expected that the St. Joseph 
council tonight will pass the same 
measures adopted by the Benton Har­ 
bor aldermen last night relative to pre­ 
venting further use of the streets by 
the Bell company, which likewise has 
no franchise in that city.

and the law, as this is a test case involv­ 
ing 100 other sim ilar claims now pend­ 
ing here. 
Commissioner H erm ann de­ 
cides the lands not to have been swamp 
within the. meaning of the grant, for 
these reasons:

First, the evidence as a whole is in- 
isufnclent to show swam py character; 
second, the original field notes of sùrvey 
disprove the state’s claim and affirm­ 
atively show the lands to be agricultur-. 
al, not swam py; third; claim ant’s testi­ 
mony is defective, having been m aterial­ 
ly changed, while the knowledge of w it­ 
nesses is unrelijible and m ostly from 
hearsay; fourth, the state hasrecognlzed 
the validity and regularity of the gov­ 
ernment sales of these lands when It ac­ 
cepted the 5 percentum alowance given 
by law on sales of public lands; fifth, the 
sales were made by the goverm ent to 
Individual settlers and citizens of Illi­ 
nois th irty years before 
the 
county 
agents claimed the lan^s as swamp, and 
patents issued Independently of the In­ 
demnity acts of March 2,1855, and March 
8, 1857 ; sixth, the claim Is suspicious, be­ 
ing presented thirty years after the 
regular clalnr of the county for swamp 
land indemnity had been Anally adjudi­ 
cated by the government.

Statem ents o f the Public D ebt, Currenoy 
and Incom e and Outgo. 


W ashington, Aug. 3.—The 
monthly 
statem ent of the public debt, issued yes­ 
terday, shows th a t the debt less cash in 
the treasury a t the close of business 
on July 31, was $993,446,646, an increase 
during the month of 16,790,560, which 
accountcd for by a corresponding de­ 
crease In the cash In the treasury. This 
decrease Is In consequence of excep­ 
tionally heavy disbursem ents. The debt, 
independent of the cash, w as decreased 
by $330,610. 
Thé debt is recapitulated 
follows: 
Interest 
bearing 
debt, 
$847,365,320; debt on which interest has 
creased since m aturity $1,336,340; debt 
bearing no interest, $377,761,442;- total 
I ¡1,226,463,102. 
The cash is classified as 
follows; 
Gold, $178,044,777; silver, $521,- 
734,139; paper, $149,429,392; bonds, dis­ 
bursing offlcers’ balances, etc., $18,753,- 
82^; total $867,961,932. 


The 
m onthly 
com parative 
sta te ­ 
m ent of the government receipts and 
expenditures for July shows the total 
receipts to have been $39,027,364, and 
the disbursem ents 
$50,100,908, leaving 
the excess of expenditures over receipts 
;U,073,544. This deficit is accounted for 
by abnorm ally heavy expenditures in­ 
cident to the beginning of th e new fiscal 
year. 
As compared w ith June the re 
celpts were Increased $2,442,656, and the 
disbursem ents, $27,166,214. 
D uring last 
month 
the 
receipts 
from 
custom s 
am ounted to $16,966,801, an Increase as 
compared with July, 1896, of about $5,- 
000,000. 
The internal revenue during 
July last yielded $19,767,831 as compared 
with $14,302,632 for July, 1896. 


T he'm onthly statem ent of the comp­ 
troller of the currency shows th a t the 
total circulation of national bank notes 
on July 81. 1897, was |230,7S8,936, an In­ 
crease as compared w ith Ju ly 81, 1896, 
of $4,916,481, and a decrease as com­ 
pared w ith June 90, 1897, of $597,190. The 
circulation

bonds w as $206,498,956, an Increase for 
the year of $395,452 and a decrease for 
the m onth of $181,382.

I protest against ^ this i studied attem pt 
to deceive the people as to thé scope and 
extent of that conference, and the In­ 
ference which m ay be drawn, that it is 
to be of thè slightest gain to the Ameri­ 
can case.

In the first place, we have had the 
official and curt refusal of Lord Salis­ 
bury to reopen this seal question in any 
wa^ afCecting existing rules and regula­ 
tions as established by the Paris tri­ 
bunal in 1893. This refusal w as made 
April 21 last, and hot a thing has taken 
place since which has altered Salisbury’s 
Stand. Foster’s trip to London only 
strengthened’ the British prem ler'shand. 
Now, w hat is the w arrant for this er­ 
roneous story of w hat the fur seal con­ 
ference is to compass a t W ashington 
next October? 


“Simply this and nothing more: John 
H ay, to break the force of Foster’s 
humiliating- failure to reopen the ques­ 
tion and that “shirt sleeve” letter of 
M ay 10, begged Salisbury to let the 
British naturalists who have Ijeen study­ 
ing the seals on our islands since 1891 
meet our natu ralists a t W ashington next 
fall and compare their biological notes 
as to these anim als, all reference to the 
revision of the existing regulations to 
be expressly barred from the discussion. 
Salisbury has perm itted this; th at is all 
of It; and it is simply nothing for the 
Am erican case, and as to an agrreement

will again skin Foster as clean as she 
did a t P aris in 1893.”

POLES ARE ORDERED REMOVED 


Counoll Pa«M« a 8ld«w«lk Ordl- 
nano« Requiring th« Us« of 
8ton« or C«m«nt. 


The city council dragged its sessioii 
out to the midnight hour again last 
night. It was not the great amount of 
business that made the meeting long, 
stupid aid tiresome, but a notoriously 
weak exhibition of 
parliamentary 
ability. 
A sidewalk ordinance, re# 
quiring the use of stone or cement tn 
the reconstruction of walks In the busi­ 
ness district and important residence 
localities of the city, was passed and a 
.deserving blow was dealt the Bell 
telephone company which persists in 
■ planting its poles in the streets with­ 
out authority. Six poles were ordered 
cut down and the disconnected wires in 
buildings removed. 


The sidewalk ordinance passed is the 
same one that was up before the 
oouncilmen a week ago and was 
knocked out by Alderman McDonald. 
McDonald opposed its passage last 
night, but a full attendance of the al­ 
dermen were present and his dissent­ 
ing vote (Carried less power with it 
than at the previous meeting. The 
ordinance was considered by sections 
by the council in a committee of the 
whole. No amendments of importance 
were made and as passed it prescribes 
the use of stone or cement exclusively 
in the reconstruction of walks on both 
sides of Pipestone street, from Main to 
Britain avenue, both sides of Main from 
Seventh to Fourth, wes^t side of Water 
from Main to Fifth, north side of Terri­ 
torial from Water to Wluans, south 
side of Territorial from Water to F|rst, 
both sides of Brunson avenue from 
Bluflf to end of avenue, both sides of 
Belleview from 
Pipestone to Arch, 
both sides oi Broadway from Belleview 
to Britain avenue, both sides of Pleas­ 
ant from Pipestooe to Belleview, and 
High street to Ross both sides. 


The council may instruct the street 
commissioner to rebuild 
dangerous 
walks in cases where the owner of the 
abutting property refuses and asoes^ 
the expense against the property with 
a penalty of 10 per cent auded. The 
ordinance is considered a capital meas­ 
ure, one that will briiii? relief to hun­ 
dreds of citizens and protect the city 
against the ])ossibility of damaere suits 
for injuries, at present so liable to 
occur, from defective walks. 


ported the expenditure of $193.57 on 
the streets during the month of July. 


A balance of $0,968.57 was reported 
n the treasury at the end of the month 
of July by City Treasurer Brown. The 
council authorized tbe treasurer to ne­ 
gotiate a loan of $1,000 to replenish the 
unds now exhausted. 


A resolution to reconsider the action 
Dv which the $6,500 claim of Lydia 
vitron was disallowed at a previous 
meeting was adopted and the appoint­ 
ment of Charles N Sears to assist in 
defending the city in case of prosecu­ 
tion was also reconsidered. It is sus- 
)ected that the council is contempla­ 
ting a settlei¿ent with the claimant. 


A resolution that the street commis­ 
sioner be instructed to fill in Third 
street between Highland avenue and 
Territorial, introduced by Alderman 
McDonald, was lost. The alderman in­ 
sists that something must be done to re­ 
lieve the community of the annoyance 
and inconvenience suffered frpm the 
obnoxious oddrs arising from the stag­ 
nant pools now occupying the site of 
the street. The street committee was 
instructed to report^at the next council 
meeting in a petition for the filling in 
0/ the street referred to that committee 
months Ago. 


An ordinance relative to the care ol 
combustible material, presented by Al­ 
derman McDonald, was tabled on ac­ 
count of the approaching midnight 
houi*. 


A resolution for the opening and wid­ 
ening of Harrison street from Broad­ 
way to Colfax avenue introduced by Al­ 
derman Sam Brown, was referred to 
the street committee. 


The Bell telephone company was set 
down on by the the council lust nig^ht. 
The company planted five poles on Og- 
den avenue yesterday and made a con 
nection with a ’phone in Dewitt’s meat 
market. This work was done without 
permission of the council. The BeU 
people have no franchise entitling them 
to the use of the streets and their action 
yesterday was construed as trespassing 
Mayor BeU advised the council that he 
had instructed the street comraissionei 
and chief of police to stop the progress 
of the pole-setting, and acting under 
such instruction the gang of men em 
ployed in sinking holes for the BeU 
poles were served with notices by these 
officers to^esist. As soon as the officers 
lett they resumed work, setting five 
potes find stringing wire to Dewitt’s 
market. The mayor wanted to know 
what action the council was disposed to 
take. 


The .aldermen were all excited over 
the ilk^gal proceeding of the Bell com­ 
pany and fiercely denounced its attitude 
A resolution that the street commission­ 
er proceed at once to remove the five 
Soles set without authority was intro- 
uced J>y Alderman Yolheim and was 
passed with fierce energy. 
Alderman 
McDonald recited the probable danger 
from fire by reason of the many discon­ 
nected wires which electricians de­ 
clared would conduct electric current 
‘ into buildings with disastrous results 
He insisted that all disconnected wires 
in buildings where the ’phones bad 
been removed should be torn out anda 
resolution covering this matter and as- 
signing the job of taking the wires 
down to the tire warden went through 
the council with a whoop.

Mrs. Fannie Christopher of this city 
has just received a letter from Hev. J. 
H. Bicknell of Liverpool, who was 
formerly pastor of the Christian church 
of this city and left for England last 
spring. 
^ 


The letter was written July 23* and 
states that the Sunday before Mrs. 
Bicknell arrived from America, having 
had a stormy voyage of eight days. She 
was one of the three passengers oüt of 
1200 who was not seasick. They have 
not yet gone to housekeeping as, Mr. 
Bicknell wants his wife to rest and be­ 
come accustomed to English ways. 
The letter says: 


“This is a fine country for summer. 
It is neither too hot or too cold. As a 
rule the mercury stands somewhere 
frdm 60 to 70 degrees and sometimes 
cooler still. * * * 


“On Jubilee day, instead of going to 
London and to keep out of the great 
crowd, I went to West Kirby where I 
spent the afternoon watching the tide 
come in and go out in the famous river 
Dee. Well, now, I am spending all 
the time talking of England. Notwith­ 
standing all I have said, 1 do not for 
get that I am an American, and as yet 
I have no reason to regret it. I do not 
forget that that, not this, is my home, 
and we look forward to the time when 
we shall again be in the land of the 
free. The caste system with all its at­ 
tendant evils is in force in this country, 
and to an American who is a lover of 
freedom and equality it is most detest­ 
able. The educational system is also 
faulty here. Even in the public schools 
every child must bring its dues ever 
week. There are 
no public big! 
schools, and as for universities they 
are beyond the reach of any poor boy 
or girl.”

The Zulu jinrikitha men are 00m* 
pellet by the Englith anthoritiet to 
wear a uniform—a white linen tunic 
and loose white trousers cat off above 
the knee. They were like children play­ 
ing at horte in the nurtery, and they 
uttered <K»ntinuona native gurglings, 
partly like turtledovet and partly like 
the halleluliah ejaculationt atone of our 
African Methoditt camp meetingt. They 
all appeared very happy during thit 
performance, whieh oontinned to long 
that I calculated the amount of energy 
expended to represent about ten miles 
of impaid travel. Though the body 
dreea wat uniform, there wat magnifi* 
cent divertity regarding head decora­ 
tion. One would wear a common straw 
hat hung around the brim with tastelt 
raggettive of a pagoda, and the chief 
delight of the wearer waa in thaking 
hit head for the pleasure of making the 
tasselt dance. Another had fattened a 
pair of cow homt on either side of hit 
head immediately above the ears, and 
he grinned at me so effusively that I 
concluded he must have taken great 
pains with the construction of this 
hideout headpiece. The kiuky top of a 
third had been interlaced with an enor* 
mout profusion of long strings of wool, 
to which small fluffy ballt were at­ 
tached at short intervals. 


The head of a negro to decorated 
looked like a huge black mop or one 
of those Skye terrier dogs about whom 
one is never safe in saying which is the 
other end. In repose it is uncanny, but 
when your jinrtkisha Zulu springs 
about in the shafts and throws his head 
np and down like a colt impatient of 
the bit the effect upon the newly »r- 
rived is akin to what I once experienced 
when a long black log of wood upon 
which I proposed to rest myself turned 
out to be a huge black snake resting 
from his gastronomic exercises. —Poult- 
aey Bigelow in Harper's Magazine.

If such a challenge is given it h In a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Caitle Geyseif, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin.

built up from the seeretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of J5 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-flve 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”
